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Fergeant, Duke of Bretagne; Adeliza, promifed to 
Harold, but died in her Infancy ; de/e, marry'd to 
Stephen Earl of Blois; Gundred, Wife of William 
Warren Earl of Surrey ; and Agatha, who efpoufed 
tlshon/o, King of Gallicia. 

“9. In what Manner did he divide his Dominions 
among his Sons ? 

A. To Robert the Eldeft he gave Normandy, and 
Richard was kill’d by a Deer in New-Foref?: to Wil- 
liam he gave England: and Prince Henry had but Five 
tchoufand Marks a Year; and upon his complaining 
to his Father, of the ill Provifion made for him, King 
William comforted Henry, and promifed him, as from 
a prophetic Spirit, that the Dominions of his Brothers 
would be united in his Perfon ; which happen’d ac- 
cordingly.

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A. No: William return’d into Normandy, and 
feized upon feveral Cities ; but, fome Time after, 
Robert engaging in the Crufade, and rot having Mo- 
ney fufficient for defraying the Expences of his Jour- 
ney to the Ho/y-Land, mortgaged the Dukedom of 
Normandy to his brother Wil/iam for Ten thouland 
Marks of Silver; which was a very confiderable Sum 
in thofe Days. 

2. Did William engage in any other Wars ? 

A. He obliged Malcolm King of Scots to render 
him the fame Homage he had paid to the King his 
Father; and, fome Time after, 4 i//iam flew Maécc/m 
and his Son in a Battle. 

2, Had he not fome Enemies flill more formida- 
ble to encounter ? 

4A. Yes; and thefe were the 4/7, who, from 
Time to Time, ufed to make Inroads into his Ter- 
ritories, where they made dreadful Havock. 

2. In what Manner did Wiliam revenge himfelf 
upon this People? 

A. He drove them back into their Forefts ; and 
although he, by the Help of fome Deferters, pierced 
very far into that mountainous Country, he yet loft a 
greater Number of his own Soldiers, than he kill'd 
of the Enemy ; the We// having fecured themfelves 
in their Rocks, and other inacceflible Places ; fo that 
all he could then do, was to rebuild the Cattle of Monr- 
gomery, which had been ruin’d.

A. Being hunting in New Fore, he was wounded 
by an Arrow fhot accidentally by one of his Do- 
mefticks, Walter Tyrrel, a French Knight ; of which 
Wound he died, on Thurfday the 2d of dugu/?, Anno 
1100, aged Forty-four Years.

A. He built a new Wall round the Tower of 
London, and built Weftminfter-Hal/: and in his reign 
Glamorganfhire was conquer’d from the Britons, by 
twelve Exg/if> Knights.

Q. What is this Barret? 

Harrifon. He was a Soldier. Guilty Death. 

Fames Aldridge, aged 24, was born near Mancheiter ia 
Lancathire, and w vh en very young, bound Apprentice to a 
Weaver in the fame Cou ntry, with whom he ferved fix 
Years ver y regularly, and behav’d very well. In the teventh 
Year, he! began to keep C mipany, and foon became as 
fond of Drunkennels, and Lewd inefs, as others into whole 
Converfation he had fallen. His Father died a little betore 
the Son’s Time was out, which was between the 17th and 
18th Yeas of his Age ; and not being tond of Work, but 
given too much now to Id: ene(s, he pafled away a Year 
and a halt with fome ot his Relat! ions. But they being 
tired with feeing him wedik up and down ufelefs in the 
World, fome Words pafled, and he in Time of the late 
Commotion in the North, enter'd a Soldier in a new-raifed 
Regin ment, Which then lay at Newcaltle upon Tyne, In 
this Station he continued about cen Months, when the Re- 
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; nded, not willin 2 to rerun n to his Rela- 
rambled up ro London, gor himfe!t lifted into 
the third Regiment of Guards. He was Abroad with this 
Regime: nt in Flanders, during the latrer Part of the late 
Var, and ig to E ngland again in the lait Spring 
in May lait, evan to enter upon his w icked C ourfes 

of Drunke rd ail Debauchery, in a more flag: ant Mane 
ner than as yet he had done, and keeping him{elf always 
warm in Liquor, committed Robberies frequent, infomuch 
that fince that Time, he favs, he has been concern’d in no 
lefS than forty or fifty. Good, one of the unhappy Suffee 
rers With him, was prefent, he fa VS, at a great many of 
them ; Hickfon, another, at only two, but Marrifon the 
Evidence againit him upon his Trial, and Barret, not yer 
taken, were acceflary to all his Robberies ; being firft led 
into this wicked Way ot Life, by one of his Comrades, 
fince dead, as he fays, who would never leave teafing him, 
till he comphed ; he repented heartily of his patt Wicked- 
nefs, and c nfels’ d the feveral Robbe: ries tollowing,; the 
particular Times and Days he could nor remember 4 all 
were committed fince lait May. 

In the Beginning of May laft, Aldridge and Harrifon 
met a Gentleman in Tottenham-Court Fields, and robb’d 
him of 14d. and a Pair of white gabe

11. Aldridge, Harrifon, and Good robb’d a Gen- 
tleman near the fame Place, of gs. and a Silver 
Watch. 

12. Aldridze, Good, and Harrifon met a Gentle- 
man, whom Good and Harrifon attack’d, and took 
from himtis. The Perfon robb’d fetch’d a Blow at 
Harrifon, and made hin fail, but not having hurt 
him much, the two Robbers made off towards 4/d- 
ridge, the third, who was robbing another Man at 
a Diftance, from whom he took 17s. and a filver 
Watch. ‘I’his. was in Hoxton Fields. 

13. Aldridge, Harrifon, and Barret robb’d two 
Men of about 11. 2s. in the Bridle Road going up 
to Iflington. 

14. Aldridge, and Barrett, robb’d a poor Man, be- 
tween Pancras and Kentifh-town, of zs. 6d. 

15. Aldridge, Harrifon, and Barret robb’d the 
Foot Poft, between Hampttead and London, and took 
from him about 5s. but no Letters or Packets. 

16. ‘he three above-mention'd robb’d a Porter of 
4 0r 5s, and a filver Scock-Buckle, in Tottenham- 
Court Fields. 

17. Aldridge, Barret and Harrifon robb’d a Man 
of about 3 s. 

18. Aldridge, Barret and Harrifon, met a Man be- 
tween the Rofemary-Branch and Newington, and took 
from him about 4s. 6d. They likewife took from 
him his Buckfkin Breeches and Shirt, becaufe he of- 
fer'd to refilt, and to fnatch away the Piftol, which 
they had before taken from the Excifeman above- 
mention d. 

19. The fame three met a Man, who had been at 
Totenham-Court Fair, felling Banbury Cakes, &c. 
from whom they took his Bafket, and the Remainder 
of the Cakes, befides 6 s. in Money, with which they 
regaled themfelves, and fent the poor Man away 
empty. 

zo. The fame three robb’d three Men, and three 
or four Women, near Pancras, of fome Shillings. 
From one of the Women they took her Wedding- 
Ring, which fuppofing to be Gold fhe very much 
Jamented, and begg'd them to give it her back again. 
Her Detire to have it again made them the more re- 
jolute in carrying it off, thinking it a good Booty ; 
but they were much difappointed, when going to dif- 
pofe of it, it turn’d out only Metal wath’d. 

21. Aldridge and Barret, the Night before they 
were taken, robb’d a Gentleman of about 6s. and 
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his filver Buckles, between Hyde-Park Corner and 
Chelfea. 

He appeared very penitent after Conviéion, ana 
behaved very well. He had a great Defire to receive 
the Sacrament, faying, He had great Hopes it would 
be to his great Comfort, and to the faving of his Soy! 
through the Merits of him that inftituted it, 

He was as true a Penitent as ever was fince my A¢. 
quaintance among thofe unhappy People, if Judgmen, 
may be formed from A€tions and Behaviour, and De. 
clarations. He was willing to make known to the 
World all the wicked Robberies he had been concern. 
ed in; but his Memory not recollecting the Whole, 
he own’d what occurred, and wifh’d his exemplary 
Punifhment might be of Ufe. 

This is all the Account given in the genuine Dying 
Speech of this Criminal. 


8. Thomas Good, was indicted for that he in a cer. 
tain Field, or open Place near the King’s Highway, 
did make an Aflault upon Robert Butler, putting him 
im corporal Fear and Danger of his Life, taking from 
him one filver Watch, val. 61. one filver'Knee Buc. 
kle, val. 6d. one linnen Handkerchief, val. 2d. two 
Pieces of foreign Gold, val. 21. 14s. two Pieces, 
val. 31. 12s. ten Guineas, and g1. in Money, the 
Property of the faid Robert Butler, Oc. 15. 

Robert Butler. I live at Paddington, I was ftop- 
ped the 15th of O&. laft, about Five 0’ Clock in the 
Morning ; I was late in receiving Money behind the 
Exchange, fo I ftaid till towards Morning before I fet 
out, thinking then I fhould go fafe ; there were two 
Men ftopped me, they had both Swords ; the firk 
Man took my Watch, my Money, and a Knee Buc- 
kle out of my Pocket, which, by his own Confeflion, 
was James Harrifon: While they were taking that, 
the other behind me, which I take to be the Prifoner, 
took a Handkerchief out of my Coat Pocket ; I lot 
to the Value of 261. they left me but 4d. half- 
penny. 

Q. How do you know the Prifoner to be one of 
the Men? 

Butler. By the Confeffion of himfelf and Harrifon, 
when they were firft taken. | 

Q. Who was taken up firft ? 

Butler. We took Good firft; I had advertifed the 
Watch, and I went to the Maker Anthony Marhh, 
who took me to Juitice Mainwaring’s, where the Pri- 
foner confefs’d this Robbery ; it was taken down 10 
writing, and read to him. 

Q. Did you fee him fign it? 

Butler. I did not, my Lord. 

Q. Did you get any of your Things again? 

Butler, No my Lord, they had fold the Watch, bat 
they could not give an Account where. 

James Harrifon, The Prifoner, and myfelf, robbed 
Mr. Butler, we took his Watch, and fome Money, 


Silver and Gold ; I cannot tell how much, there - 
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| the Money and Knee Buckle ; there were 36 s. 
Pieces, fome Guineas, and fome Silver ; after we had 
eabbed him, we Went into Holborn to a Nighi-houte, 
hen we got 2 Coach, and went to the Sign of the 
ya in Ratcliff; the Prifoner got moit of the Money 
from me; he was taken at that Alehoufe, and diico- 
verea it himfelf. ; 

Q. What did you do with the Watch? 

Harrifon. I fold it on Monday Night, for two Gui- 
neas, in a Night-houfe fomewhere near the Manfion- 
boule, 1 was very drunk ; we did the Robbery about 
five o'Clock on Sunday Morning. 

Prifoner. I never took any of the Money from 
7 Ember. On the 15th of O@. laft, about nine 
o'Clock in the Morning, I had been up at the Neau 
Crane about Bufinefs, I faw two or three Soldiers at 
the Ship Alehoufe Door. ‘The Prifoner and Harri/on 
were two of them, Good the Prifoner was quartered 
there. I went home, Mr. Cleghornme came to me, I 
being Conftable of the Parifh, he faid, he with’d I 
would ftep with him, he had got fome Soldiers which 
he fufpe€ted had been on the Highway, they had got 
Money, and were quarrelling about dividing it; I 
went, and we fat down and watch’d them, they were 
very quiet then, I went away, and told Mr. Cleghorne 
\'dcall again in the Evening; then they quarrelled 
about a Watch, which they called a Thing; faid the 
Landlord let me fee the Watch, fo he took it and 
opened it, and took the Maker’s Name, Anthony 
Marjo, No. 765. 

Q. to the Profecutor. Is that the Name and No. 
of your Watch you was robb’d of ? 

Butler. It was, my Lord. 

Ember. 1 went the next Morning to Juftice Main- 
waring’s, and related what I had feen, and he faid, I 
had all the Reafon in Life to take them up, advifing 
me foto do, and to advertife the Watch. Upon this 
Itook up the Prifoner, Harri/on not being there ; this 
was on the T/ur/day Morning, I told him it was for a 
Robbery on the Highway, he faid he knew of no 
Robbery: I teld him I had got Harrifon in my Cuf- 
tody, adding, he wants to be admitted an Evidence ; 
‘aid I, the firft that comes before the Juftice may be 
acmitted for ought I know. I had not got Harrifon, 
but made ufe of fuch Words to come at the Affair ; 
‘aid the Prifoner, 1 want to drink fome Hot, | got a 
Pot of Hot, and after drinking a little of that he con- 
felied the Robbery ; then he afked me where Har- 
‘von Was? we got out of him where Harrifon was to 
be found, and we took him the next Day, and he was 
lecured in the Savoy, and before Juftice Mainwaring, 
he confefled about 20 Robberies he had been in. 

Kalph Cleghorne. I live at the Sign of the Ship 
Nar Watcli#-Crojs, the Prifoner was billeted on me 
“Sout twenty Days, or a Month. On the isth of 
~4- 4 was at Church, when | came Home, I faw the 
‘uoner and four more together. 
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Q. Had he been conftant in that Houfe o'Nights ? 

Cleghorne. He had then been out three or four 
Days, and he told me he had been upon Duty; thele 
Soldiers had called for a half Crown Bowl of Punch, 
my Wife did not care to make it, fearing they had ne 
Money; faid one of them, are you afraid of you: 
Money, come give me Change for this Moidore? 
fhe took it, and faid it was a 36s. Piece, faid he, no 
it isnot; from this I had a Sufpicion they had been 
robbing fomebody. I went and acquainted the Con. 
{table direQly, he came with me, and found thein a 
little quiet, faid he, let them drink on, you'll {ce more 
by and by ; at lait they called for a Por of Flip, and 
our Servant went in, and faw Harri/on give Good tome- 
thing, and faid, give me two Guineas ; when [ went 
in, 1 faw the Gold lying on the ‘Table, they began to 
renew the Difcourfe about the Thing again which | 
had heard before: Harrifon faid to Good, d—n you, 
if you will not let me have the Thing, |‘ll draw my 
Sword upon you; fayshe, either give me two Guineas 
or the Thing: I faid, what ‘Thing is that? fays he, 
Nothing at al]. After fome Words, taid Harri/on, 
by G---d, it is a Watch; faid I, I infitt upon your 
delivering the Man the Watch or Money ; he deliver- 
ed the Watch, and Harri/on gave him Half-a-Crown., 
I pulled out my Watch, and {aid to him, what o’Clock 
is it by yours; faid he, it is down; faid I, let me 
wind it up for you; I took it, and likewife the Name 
and No. as before mentioned, and return'’d it to Har- 
rifon again ; after that, fearing I fhould miftake, I 
faid I had not fet it, fo I took it again, and look’d at 
the Name and No. then I fent to the Coniltable, but 
before he came they were all gone ; Harrifon had the 
Watch, I told the Conftable about it, and [ {aid I'd 
go to the Watch-maker, and fee if he could inform 
me who bought that Watch of him, but as my Wife 
was not very well, the Conftable propofed to go. 

Prifoner’s Defence. I was taken before Juftice 
Mainwaring, and they faid they would admit me an 
Evidence ; I impeach’d 4/dridge, Harrijon, and Ro- 
bert Hickfon. Guilty. Death. 

Thomas Good, aged 20, was born near Ludlow, im 
the County of Shrop/hire, and when of proper Age, 
was bound ’Prentice to a Sadler in the Town of Lua- 
low. His Father held a Farm in the Neighbour 
hood, and the Son not liking the Trade, left his Ma- 
fter, and went Home again to live with his Father ; 
but he dying fhortly after, the Youth had nothing 
left to depend upon, and was deftitute of all Means of 
procuring a Livelihood. However, it happen’d, the 
late ‘Troubles in the North of England, which were 
about that Time, gave him, for the prefent, an Op. 
portunity: of being provided fot, and he lifted in a 
new-raifed Regiment in thofe Parts. When that Re- 
giment was broke, he lifted again in the third Reg? 
ment of Guards, and was Abroad with them in Flam. 
ders, and the frontier Towns in Hel/and. He wis 
but a very young Man, confequently eafily to be fe 
duced, . unfortunately he was by Aldridge and Barres 
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He was concern’d in moft of the Robberies before. 


mention’d, by his Companion Aldridge. In this he was 
particularly active, for Harrifon {wore upon the Trial, that 
Good took rhe Things away from James Belfham, who 
was in Company with Elick Bull, and robb’d at the fame 
‘Time; and that the Watch he rook from him, he conceal’d 
from his Accomplices, and denied it, when they ask’d him, 
whether he had taken a Watch; He has certainly been a 
notorious Offender, and has been feverely afflicted. Fora 
Month pait, or more he has laid in his Cell, unable to move 
himfelf, having loft the Ufe of his Limbs, and being other- 
wife fo forc, and maciated, that from one of the moft 
likely young Fellows, that might be feen, he was become 
the moft miferable and wretched Objett before he was 
exccuted, . 

The affliting Hand of God being thus upon him, he 
became fenfibly affected with his Unworthinefs, and ear- 
neftly befuught the Lord to have Mercy upon him, and 
-ardon his manifold Tranfgreffions, tor the Sake of Jefus. 
He acknowledg’d himfelf greatly deferving the Wrath of 
God, only having been fo grievoufly aflited, he had Hope 
cowards God, that his Punifhment might end with this 
Lite, and that rhe Lord would be gracious unto him, and 
receive him to Mercy.

Q. We, who is we? 

Bull. There was James Belfham with me. 

Q. Do you know the two Prifoners at the Bar ? 

Bull. I believe the two Prifoners were two of the Men 
that robb’d me, but I will not pofitively {wear to them. 
They confelt the Things. 

Q. Tell the Court how you was robb’d ? 

Bull. They came up to us and bid us ftand, and I believe 
James Harrifon to be the Man who took my Watch and 
Mo ey, both he and Thomas Good the Prifoner, told me 
they fold my Watch toa Jew, at the Black-Boy in Shoe- 
‘anaker-Row, he is a Schoolmafter, they call him Rabby, 

tor 16s. anda Pot of Beer, I went to him, and gave rss. 
tor it, and had it again. 

James Belfham. 1 cannot pofitively {wear to the Prifo- 
ners, but I believe them to be two of the Men that robb’d 
Flick Bulland I. They robb’d him of a Watch and i 1s. 
and three Halt-pence, and me of a Watch and os. they 
.were all dreffed in Soldiers Cloaths. 

Q. How arm’d? 

Belfham. With long Swords; they put their Hands to 
our Pockets, and took cut our Watches and Money. 

. Was it light? 

Belfham. Light enough to difcern their Cloaths, and 
fee them rob us. 

James Harrifon, I was in Company with the two Pri- 
‘foners at the Bar, it is eight Weeks ago lait Sunday fince, 
-in a-Field near Bow-Common about Seven o’Clock at 
Night. 

Q. What was done there? 

Harrifon. We f{topp’d. thefe two Gentlemen and robb’d 
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took, he never own’d to us he had taken; we ask’d p. 
if he had taken a Watch from him, but he faid he hai 
not; then we all went together that Night ‘thro: 
White-Chapel, to a Houfe in Shoemaker-Row, the Blac 
Boy, and fold the Watch, taken from Elick Bull, for ig. 
and a full Pot, and divided the Money. 

Q. What had you for your Share? 

Harrifon. We had about 18s. each. Both Guilty. Death, 

Robert Hickfon, aged 22, was born in the Bifhoprick of 
Durham, and bred to be a Labourer in Husbandry Affair, 
He led a quiet and peaceable Life, and got an honeft Liye. 
lihood in the Parifh where he had been born and bred 
About four Years ago he lifted for a Soldier, and dur; 
the late War was at the Battle of Lafeldr, and is eneral® 
faid to have behaved well, as far as a common Man coy/4 
fhew himfelf. Good and Harrifon firft led him into this 
Scrape, and he declared that he was concerned in no more 
than two Robberies. He exprefs’d his Joy, that he had 
not been concern’d in more; if he had efcap’d now, he 
faid, he might have committed more, and as it had pleafed 
God to fuffer him to be taken fo early, it prevented a fur. 
ther Reckoning, which might have render’d the making 
Peace with his Goda more difhcult Task. He expref 
his Hopes, having ufed the utmoit of his Endeavours, and 
died trufting in God’s Mercics through him tor Salvation,

HE Relation I ftand in to you, ts a daily Call v 

me to confider the {piritual State of thefe great C. 

ties; and though I doubt net but Gon has many 
faithful and cholen Servants among you, yet the genera 
View of the Wickednefs and Corruption that abound, and 
are {preading far and wide, gives me, and muft give w 
every ferious Chriftian very painful RefleGions : It is hard. 
ly poffible to think of the Hiftory of Providence, recorded 
in Holy Writ, and the many Examples of Divine Juftie 
exercifed, fometimes in punifhing, fometimes im utterly 
deftroying wicked Nations, or Cities, without being feo 
fibly affected with Apprehentions for ourfelves: But more 
efpecially have we Reafon to fear, when we fee the Be 
ginning of Sorrows, and the Difpleafure of the Almighty 
manitefled in the Calamities we fuffer under, and in the 
Signs and Tokens given us to expeét a far more dr 
Judgment, 

It is every Man’s ax f and ir is mine to call upon yo, 
to give Attention to all the Warnings which God in hs 
Mercy affords toa finful People: Such Warning we have 
had, by two great Shocks of an Earthquake; a where | 
which feems to have been immediately and efpecially & 
rected to thefe great Citics, and the Neighbourhood o 
them; where the Violence of the Earthquake was fo fete 
fible, though in diftant Parts hardly felt, that ir will & 
Blindnefs wilful and ixexcufable not to apply to ourfelvs 
this {trong Summons, from God, to Repentance. heft 

Thoughtlefs or hardened Sinners may be deaf tot 
Calis; and little Philofophers, who fee a little, and bet 
very little into natural Caufes, may think they fee enougs 
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Arig te Imaginations to them{elyes, the Subj-& is too 
crus for trifting ; and calls us off to orher Views. 

“we confider the general Government of the World by 
God, and upon what Reafons and Morives he acts, when 
ne brings Calamities and Plagues upon any People : Or 
swe recollect from Hiftory, facred and profane, what 
Stare and Condition, with refpect to Religion and Mora- 
i'ty, the People were in, who have been Examples of Jut- 
nce: And then compare our own Cafe with the general 
Reston by which Providence acts, and with the Circum- 
‘ances of thofe by whofe Example we ought to takeWarn- 
‘-@ we fhall foon difcover whether there be juft Reafon 
;rour Apprehenfions. Tf thofe who have been deftroy’d 
4y Fire from Heaven, or fwallowed up by the Earth, were 
sinners, and we are righteous, let us tear nothing, nor be 
diimav’d, tho’ the Foundations of the Earth be removed : 
Rur if our ConfCiences tell us, that we have finned atter 
their Example, what Confolation isthere to be had again{t 
the jut Expectation of fuffering after their Example alfo? 

The fame Conclufion will arife from a Contemplation 
of God’s general Providence ; which tho’ it is not daily 
exerted in punifhing all Men, or all Vices that deferve ir, 
vet is always armed with Power to {top outrageous Wick- 
ednefs; and he has told us, in his holy Word, what we 
may expect from his Juftice, when we are grown harden. 
ed and obdurate againft his Mercy. 

Upon thefe Principles let your own Cafe be examined : 
Bur who fhal] be your Accufer ? Shall F? God forbid ; My 
Heart's Defire and Prayer to God for you is, that you may 
be faved. Hear me then with Patience, not as your Accu- 
fer, but as your faithful Servant and Miniiter in Chrift Je- 
{ys, warning you to flee from the Wrath that is to come. 

Had this Part of the World had lefs Knowledge and lefs 
Light, they might have fome Excufe, and fome Hope that 
God would wink at the Times of their Ignorance: But 
they have had the Light, and have loved Darknefs. The 
Gotpel of Chrift, in which all the Goodnefs and Mercy of 
God are difplay’d through the Redemption purchafed by 
the Blood of Chrift ; in which the Aid and Comfort of 
the Holy Spirit of God is offered to al! who diligently feek 
it; in which the Hopes and Fears of Eternity are difplay’d 
to guard us againft rhe Temptations of Sin, has been not 
only rejected, but treated with a malicious Scorn ; and al] 
cur Hopes in Chrift reprefented as Delufions and Impofi- 
uons upon the Weaknefs of Men. How has the Prefs, for 
many Ycars paft, fwarm’d with Books, fome to difpute, 
iome to ridicule the great Truths of Religion, both natu. 
rai and revealed. I fhal] mention no particular Cafes ; 
there is no need for it; the Thing is notorious. “I with 
the Guilt, in this Inftance, was confined to the Authors 
only, and that No-body elfe was anfwerable for it: But 
the Earneftnefs with which thefe Books were fought after ; 
the Piealure and Approbation with which they were re- 
ccived, are too ftrong Indications of the general Tafte ro 
be diflembled ; and the Induftry ufed to difperfe thefe 
Books at Home and Abroad, an efpecially to our Planta- 
tions in America; to which great Numbers, and at a great 
“xpence, have been convey’d, are Proofs of fuch Malice 
againft the Gofpel, and the Holy Author of it, as would 
At be born even in a Mahometan Country. In this Branch 
* Trade, this great City beats all the World ; it is be- 
some even the Mart for Infidelity. 

Pag. veh no great Sagacity to forefee what the Con- 
ecbence would be of the Pains taken to unfertle all Prin- 


“Ps of Religion, Infidelity and Immoraliry are too near- 
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ly allied, to be long feparated ; and tho’ fome have pre- 
tended ro preferve a Sente of Virtue without the Aid of 
Religion, yet Experience has fhewed, that People who 
have neither Hopes nor Fears, with refpe ro another 

Wor!ld, will foon abute this by indulging the worft of rheir 

Paffions, and will not regard Man, when once they have + 
learn’d to difregard Gop. 

Whether this be our Cafe, let every Man judge by what 
he hears and fees ; by whar, indeed, he mj? hear and fee, 
it he lives amongit us. Blaiphemy and iiorrid Impreca- 
tions domineer in our Streets, and poor Wrerches are eve- 
ry Hour wantonly and wickedly calling for Damnation on 
tnemfelves and others, which may be ('ris much tro be 
{eared) too near them already. Add to this rhe Lewdnets 
and Debauchery that prevail amongit the loweit People, 
Which keeps them idle, poor, and miferable, and renders 
them incapable of getting an honeft Livelihood tor theme 
felves and Families; the Number of lewd Houfts, which 
trade in their Vices, and which mutt at any Rate be paid 
for making Sin convenient tothem; and it will account 
for Villainies of another Kind, which are growing {fo tait 
as to be infupporrable, and almoitt enimill : For, where 
is the Wonder that Perfons fo abandoned fhould be ready 
to commit all Sorts of Outrage and Violence ?---A City 
without Religion can never be a fate Place to dwel] in. 

The unnatural Lewdnefs, of which we have heard fo 
much of late, is fomething more than brutifh, and can 
hardly be mentioned witheur offending chaite Ears, and 
yet cannot be pafled over entirely in Silence, becaute ot the 
particular Mark of Divine Vengeance fet upon it in the 
Deftruction of Soaom by Fire from Heaven. Dreadtul 


Example! 


But thefe Vices are fo enormous, that ’tis to be hoped 
the Generality of our People are not guilty; I hope in 
God they are not, I truft they are not. But how unhappy 
is it for this Country, that there fhould be any Ground 
even fer Sufpicion that thefe Vices are growing to be come 
mon! . 

But to go one Step further--~ 

When Men, not content with ae their own brue- 
tifh Paflions, take Pains to corrupt others, they act with 
fuch cool and diabolical Malice, as outdoes former Exam- 
ples, and feems ro be a Challenge to the Power and Juf- 
tice of Godee-Have not all the Abominations of the pub- 
lick Stews been opened to View by lewd Pictures expofed 
to Sale at Noon-day? Have not Hiltories or Romances of 
the vileft Proftirures been publifhed, intended merely to 
difplay the molt execrable Scenes of Lewdnefs; Lewdnefs 
reprefented without Difguife, and nothing omitted that 
might inflame the. corrupt Paflions of the Youth ot the 
Narion! What was the Encouragement for Men to dare 
giving fuch an Affront not only to the commen Senfe, but 
to the common Law of the Country? Was it not the quick 
Sale thefe Pictures and thefe Books had? And is not this a 
deplorable Circumftance, and fad Inftance of the corrupt 
Difpofition of many among us? 

Is it to be wondered at,-after fo much Pains taken 
to corrupt the Religion and Morals of the People, that 
they fhould be indjifpofed to attend to any Thing feri- 
ous, or that they grow fick of Religion, which has no 
Comforts for them; that they fly from the Church, 
and croud to the Playhoufe: ‘That-they are tired of 
themfelves, and their own Thoughts, and want to lofe 
themfelves in Company from Morning to Night? It 
is this unhappy, unfettled State of Mind that has in- 
troduced a Kind of general Idlenefs among the Peo- 
ple, and given Rife to almoft infinite Places of Diver- 
fion in and about this Town; it were wel if they 
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were Places of Diverfion only, but they are often 
Places for carrying on worfe Bufinefs, and give Op- 
portunities to the Profligate to feduce the Innocent, 
who often meet their Ruin, where they only came tor 
Pleafure.—W hile I was writing this, I caft my Eye 
upon a News-Paper of the Day, and counted no lets 
than fifteen Advertifements for Plays, Operas, Mujfict, 
and Dancing, tor Meetings at Gardens, for Cock-fight- 
ing, Prize-fighting, &e! Should this Paper (as many 
ot our News-Papers do) go abroad, what an Idea 
muft it give to all the Churches abroad, of the Man- 
ner in which Lent is keps in this Protettant Country ? 
What our Saviour faid to the %r2s upon another Oc- 
cation, You have turned the Houfe of Prayer into a 
Din of Thiewrs, may, with a little Variation, be ap- 
plied to Ourfelves. We have turned this Seaton, ap- 
pointed for ferious Reflections, and Humiliation of 
Body and Spirit, into a Time of Mirth and Jollity, 
of Mufick, Dancing, and riotous Living. 

How far this Spirit of Indolence and Idlenefs has 
gone, and to what Excefs, may be feen in all Orders 
among us; friendly Vifits for Converfation are be- 
come infipid Things, and are degenerated into Meet- 
ings for Gaming, where People hardly known to each 
other, are inviued by one Tie only, the Love of 
Play : Which feems now to be, not an Amuiement 
or Divertion, but a ferious Bufinefs of Life, and one 
would think a nece/Jary one, by feeing how fome Chil- 
dren are trained up to it. 

There is a great and a grievous Evil among us, 
which naturally {prings from the Diforders beiore 
mentioned : I mean, the great Encreafe of Popery in 
this Kingdom. When Men have loft all Principles 
of Religion, and are loft to all Senfe of Morality, 
they are prepared to receive any Superftition, when- 
ever the Decay of Health, or the crofs Accidents of 
Life revive the Fears of Futurity, which may be tti- 
fled, but cannot be extinguifhed ; tuch Perfons, not 
able to digeft the wholefome Food of Repentance, 
by which their {piritual Condition might be gradually 
mended, greedily {wallow the high Cordial of Ab{o- 
lution, which, like other Cordials, gives fome prefent 
Kate, but works no Cure. And with refpect to Peo- 
ple of a fertous and religious Turn of Mind, the ma- 
nifelt and almoft general Contempt, or, at leaft, Neg- 
lect, of the Duties of Religion, gives a great Ad- 
vantage to the Emiflaries of Rome to impofe on their 
Weakneis, and to perfuade them, that they can have 
no Hopes in the Religion of a Church, where Reli- 
gion itfelf is hardly to be found. 

Lay thefe ‘Lhings together ; and what more your 
own Obiervation and Reflection may furnifh, and 
much more they may furnifh; and then afk your 
Heart, whether you have not Reafon to fear, that 
(sod will vidit for thefe Things. If your Heart mif- 


gives you, and forebodes the Time af taking Ven- 
geance for thele Iniquities to be drawing near, con- 
tider further, how gracioufly you have been dealt 
with, by having had Warning of your Danger; and 
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remember that the long Sufferance of God is a Cali » 
Repentance. 

It is purely for the Sake of this Reflection, that | 
now addrefs myfelf to you: I have no Pleafure j, 
laying open the Shame of my Country, or in expofing 
its Nakednefs either to Friends or to Foes ; and wher 
I confider my own Situation, ’tis a Profpeé void of 
all Comfort to. me to fee the Condition of the People 
over whom I have a Charge; and, God knows my 
Heart, thefe Cunfiderations are a Pain and Grief to 
my Mind. 

But, let us not defpair; there is ftill one Remedy 
left, and whatever Reafon we have to condemn oyr. 
felves, yet of this we may be fure, that God has not 
forgotten to be Rr acious. To him then let us turn, 
with hearty Repentance for our Sins ; and with a Re. 
folution to do, each of us in his proper Station, what 
lies in our Power to ftem the Torrent of Iniquity which 
threatens our Ruin. | 

As to You my Brethren of the Clergy, who fhare 
with me the Care of the Souls in thefe populous Cities, 
let me exhort You (though [ truft you want not to be 
exhorted) to awaken the People, to call them from 
the Lethargy in which they have too long lived, and 
make them fee their own Danger. Speak to them, 
perfwade them as knowing the Terrors of the Lord.— 
Speak to their Hearts and Confciences with fuch 
Pjainnefs as becomes the Miniiters of the Gofpel ; tell 
them i Seafou and out of Season, that unlefs they re- 
pent, they muji peri/>. It the Warnings we have had 
are a Call on the People to Repentance, remember 
they are itill ftronger Calls on us, to preach Repen- 
tance, and to diicharge the Duty we owe to God and 
his Church, and to the rlock of Chrift, over whom 
we are placed. May this Work of God profper ir 
our Hands ! 

I fhould be wanting to the Duty I owe to the high- 
elt as well as the lowelft, fhould I omit, on this Oc- 
cafion, to remind thoie who are entrufted by their 
Country, with the Government of thefe populous Ci- 
ties, how much the Welfare of the People depends 
apon the faithful Execution of the Law. I pretend 
not to accule them particularly of Neglect, a general 
Neglec? of this Kind is one of the worit Symptoms of 
the Time ; every Man is left to do what is Right in 
his own Eyes, one would think there was no King in 
T/racl. Could the vile abominable Pi€tures of Lewd- 
nefs have been offered to Sale in the moft frequented 
Parts of the City ; could Books for the Inftruction of 
the Unexperienced in all the Myfteries of Iniquity 
have been publickly cried in our Streets, had not the 
Laws, and the Guardians of the Laws, been afleep' 
—But furely it is high ‘Lime te awake, and to let 
People once more know, (what feems to be almott 
forgotten) that Laws are made for the Pumi/bment ¢ 
Wickeane/s and Vice, and for the Maintenance of tr# 
Religion. 

Government is a great Truft, and the Powers of it 


are not intended merely to do Honour to thole ne 
ave 
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nave them, but muft be ufed for the Good of the 
~ munity. This isa Truth fufficiently known, it 
Community : "Si 

has been founded in the Ears of the Nation, without 
ceafing ; but the Misfortune ts, that this Doctrine has 
been applied fo conftantly to the Supreme Magittrate 
only, that thofe who have /ubordinate Powers derived 
f-om his Authority, forget, or are not accuftomed, to 
make the Application to themfelves. And yet, fure- 
jy, there is not a Conftable but has, in Proportion to 
she Power the Law gives him, a Truft repofed in him 
-, Behalf of his King and his Country : Thofe who 
are in higher Offices, have ftill greater Reafon, as 
more depends upon the due Exercife of their Autho- 
rity, to be watchful for the Community. ‘The Good 
of Society muft be influenced by their Conduct and 
Example, one Way or other. Great Officers of Juf- 
tice cannot be w/ele/s, without being pernicious. 

If a Regard for the Publick is not a Motive ftrong 
enough in this Cafe, let every Magiftrate confider 
that there is another of infinite Importance to him- 
felf ; for if all Power be the Ordinance of God, He 
will undoubtedly demand an Account of the Exercife 
of it: And who is he, that has fo little to anfwer for 
on his own Account, as willingly to fubjeét himfelf to 
be anfwerable for the Sins of others, which either by 
his Encouragement, or his Connivance he makes his 
own? Pardon the Freedom of this Addrefs; I ho- 
nour and reverence your Office, and I hope I give you 
no Occafion to defpife mize. ; 

Next to thofe in publick Offices of Power and 
Truit, the Happinefs of the Publick depends upon 
thofe who have the Government in private Families. 
Here it is that the Youth of the Nation muft be form- 
ed, and if they are fuffered to be corrupted in their 
Religion or Morals before they come into the World, 
there is lithe Hope that the Wor/d will reform them. 
All wife Men, Legiflators, and Princes, have acknow- 
ledged, not only the Ufe, but the Neceffity of an ear- 
ly Education, to form the Mind, whilft tender, to the 
Principles of Honour and Virtue ; and what is more, 
the wifeft of all, the Writers infpired by the Holy 
Spirit, have required it as a Duty from Parents, and 
as Part of the Obedience they owe to God: Even 
our Unbelievers have feen how far Religion depend- 
ed on this Care ; and under a Pretence of maintain- 
ing the Liberty of the human Mind, and guarding it 
againit early Prejudices, they have endeavoured to 
perfuade the World, that Children fhould be taught 
nothing of Religion, but be left to form Notions for 
themfelves. They have had but too great Succefs, 
and we begin to fee the Fruits of it. ‘The Children 
of this Age, grow foon to be Men and Women, and 
are admitted to be Partners and Witneffes to the Fol- 
lies and Vices of their Parents. Thus trained and 
educated, when they come to be Mafters and Mi- 
itreffes of Families, they anfwer fully what was to be 
expected from them ; they are often a Torment to 
each other, and to themfelves, and have Reafon to 


“moan themfelves for the Indulgence fhewn them in 
their early Days. 
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Would you fee the Effeéts of this Education in all 
Orders among us, look into the many publick Affem 
blies ; fometimes you may fee Old Age affecting the 
Follies of Youth, and counterfeiting the Airs of Gaie 
ty ; fometimes Men lying in wait to feduce Women, 
and Women to feduce Men ; and even Children feri 
oufly employ’d at the Gaming Table, as if their Pa 
rents were concerned to form them early to the 
Tafte of the Age, and were afraid that they fhould not 
foon enough, of themfelves, find the Way to their 
Ruin. 

Look near Home: See the Temptations of this 
Sort which furround thefe Cities, and are indeed {o 
many Snares to catch your Sons and Daughters and 
Apprentices. Can you look on, and be unconcerned ? 
For God’s Sake, and for the Sake of your Children 
and your Country, take the Courage to a&t like la- 
rents and Matters of Families : Reformation mutt be- 
gin in private Families ; the Law and the Magittrate 
can punifli your Children when they become wicked ; 
but it is you, who muft make them good, by proper 
Inftruétion and proper Government. If you faticy 
them to meet Temptation, where ‘Temptation is (ure 
to meet them, never complain of him who corrupts 
your Child, you are the Corrupter yourfeif; to you 
he owes it, that he is undone. And perhaps there is 
not a more provoking Circumftance, nor a greater 
Call for Divine Vengeance on a wicked Nation, than 
this ; that the Youth are prepared and brought up to 
inherit all the Vices of their Fathers, which cuts off 
all Profpect of Reformation ; and ftands as a Bar be- 
tween us and Mercy. 

On you therefore, Fathers and Mothers, your Coan- 
try, and the Church of God call for Affittance ; your 
Endeavours may go a great Way towards faving us, 
and this wicked Generation may be {pared, for the 
Hope of feeing the next better. 

In a word, let every Man, whatever his Station is, 
do his Part towards averting the Judgments ot God - 
Let every Man reform himielf, and others as far as 
his Influence goes: This is our only proper Remedy ; 
for the diffolute Wickednefs of the Age, is a more 
dreadful Sign and Prognoftication of Divine Anger, 
than even the Trembling of the Earth under us. 

To our own Endeavours, let us add continual and 
fervent Supplications to the Almighty, that he would 
Jpare us, antl not deal with us according to the Mul:i- 
tude of our Sins; that he would give us the Grace of 
Repentance, and open our Eyes to fee, before it is 
too late, the Things which belong to our Salvation, 

May the God of all Mercy. hear you, in this 
Day of your Diflrefs! To his Protection, and the 
Grace of our Lord Fe/us | earneftly recommend you.

THROPOS, concerning Earthquakes. 


© talk of Shocks ot national Credit, occafioned by 

the Schemes of Projecrors; of the Shocks of our 

Honour, from rhe ignomimious Terms upon which 
we have been accepred into the Friendfhip ot our mighty 
Neighbours; or of any other Shocks proceeding from hu- 
maa Error, and that may be amended by human Pru- 
dence; how neceflary fever fuch Difcourfe may be in the 
general, mult appear too infignificant im the Moment when 
the G A or Narure fhakes his own Work, and warns US 
how much it is in his Power to overfet not only our Po- 
Jicies and Projects, but to bury us and our Devices at once 
‘n the Bowels of that Earth from which we were made! 
As 1 lit down now to write foon after the fecond awtul 
Warning of this kind, I could not begin with any Retiec 
tion Jets folemn. 

1 hope it will be confidered, that as Reformation is une 
ioubtedly neceflary to us all, it is more efpefcially fo to 
nofe in high Station, whofe Example and Influence have 
a great Effect on the Morals of the whole Nation. 

Philofophers may well fay, that Earthquakes are the 
prearclt and mott formidable Phanomena of Nature. 

‘There is no Security again(t rheir Effects, when they 
come with the laft Degree of Violence. Of this we are 
certain, tho’ perhaps we reafon in vain about their Caufes. 
I fhail now give an abridg’d Account of as remarkable a 
one as has happened in Europe, that my Readers may have 
a true Senfe of what they have hitherto efcaped, and what 
we are to-expect if God fhould pleafe to vific us with 
Shocks of a more tremendous Kind. 

That in Sicily, in 1692-3, fiook the whole land, and 

was communicated to the ile of Malta on one Side, and 
the Continent of Naples on the other. It was of the 
pulfatory Kind, or a Series of perpendicular Succuflions. 
Vincentius Bonajutus, who felt it, and has defcribed it in 
the Philofophical Tranfactions, fays it was impoffible for 
any Body, in chat Country, to keep on their Legs upon the 
dancing Earth: Nay, thofe thar lay on the Ground, were 
tofled trom Side to Side, as ona roaring Billow. Even high 
Walls leaped trom their Foundation feveral Paces. In open 
Places the Sea funk down contiderably, and in the fame 
“roportion in the Ports, and inclofed Bays. The Earth 
opened in feveral Places in very long Clefts, fome of an 
Hand’s Breadth, others of half a Palm, and others like 
great Gulphs. From thefe Openings in the Vallies there 
iiued out {uch a Quantity of Water, as overflowed a great 
Space of Ground, which to thofe that were near it had a 
deriible fulphureous Smell. 
_ The Mitchiet it did is moft amazing: Almoft all the 
puidings ca the Country were thrown down. Fifty-four 
Citics and Towns, betides a great Number of Villages, 
were cither deitroyed or greatly damaged. In the City of 
Noto, a Street halta_ Mile in Length, and buile of Stone, 
was fertled in the Ground, and hung quite on one Side 
hike a declining Wall. In another St: eet was an Opening 
big enough to fwallow a Man and Horfe. 

But we fhall be particular only in regard to Catanea, 
onc of the moit famous, antient, and flourifhing Cities in 
tue Kingdom of Sicily ; the Retidence of feveral Monarchs, 
snd an Univerfitry, This City, by its near Situation to 
Mourt Aina, or Gibel, had feveral Times before fuffered 
from the like Caufes: And it had now the greateft Share 
1a that Defolation, which was inftantaneoufly {pread over 
the whole Ifiand. 

Father Antonio Serrovita, being’on his Way thither, and 
at the Diftance of a few. Miles, obferved a black Cloud, 
dike Night, hovering over the City ; and from the Mouth 
ei Son-Gibello arofe great Spires of Flames, which {pread 





all around. The Sea of a fidden began to roar, and rife 


in Biliows; and there was a Bow, he faid, as if a}! the 
Artillery in the World had been at once difcharged, The 
Birds flew about aitonifhed; the Cartle in the Fields rag 
crying from Place to Placc: His and his Cemmanior. 

) Fates 2 90 Mp i Ons 
Horfes ftopped fhort, and ftood trembling, which obi ed 
them to alight. They were no fooner off, but they were 
litted trom the Ground above two Paims: At which Inftane 
calting his Eyes towards Catanea, he with Amazement fiw 
nothing but a thick Cloud of Dutt in the Air. This was 
the lait Scene, the fatal Cataftrophe of Catanegs For of 
that magnificent City, there was not afterwards the leai 
Foorttep ro be feen. 

Signor Bonajutus aflares us, that of 18914 Inhabitants 
18000 then perifhed. The fame Author, froma Compu. 
tation of the People, in the feveral Cities and Towns, be. 
fore and after the Earthquake, tound that near 60,00 [ee 
rifhed out of 254,900. 

1 will juftly add ‘to this Account, that Palermo, another 
large City in the fame Hiand, and frequently called the 
Capital, fuffered a Calamity nearly approaching to this of 
Catanea, and from the fame Caufe, no longer ago than the 
Year 1726. 

But whatare the Numbers of People in either Catanes 
or Palermo, when compared with thofe in the great City 
of London? The Computation juft quoted may mform us, 
that in all the Cities and Towns of Sicé/y, the Inhabitants 
are but a fourth Part of what we generally efteem to be ia 
the Metropolis of the Briti{ Dominions. Yet this Metro. 
polis has been twice fhook, violently fhook, within the 
Compafs of a tingle Month. 


An Account of the Earthquake, which happen'd at 
Lima and Callao, in Peru, in the Night of the 28th 
of O€tober, 1746. 


HE Kingdoms of Peru and Chilé are extremely 
fubjeét to Earthquakes: But of all which have 
happen’d fince the Conqueft made of thofe Couns 

tries by the Spaniards, it may be truly affirm’d, that none 
ever broke out with fuch aftonifhing Violence, or hath 
been attended with fo vait a Deftruétion, as that which 
happened lately in this Capital, where, undoubtedly, ithad 
its Origin, and from thence was propagated three hun 
dred Miles Diftance Northwards, and as many more to the 
South all along the Sea-coaft. This furprizing Convulfion 
of the Earth arriv’d in the Night of the 28th of Oober, 
1716, a Day dedicated to St. Simeon and St. Jude. 
According to the beit regulated Clocks and Watchet, 
this fatal Caraftrophe betel this Place 30 Minutes after Ten 
at Night; when the Sun was in five Degrees ten Minut¢s 
of Scorpio, and the Moon in not much lets of Taurus; {0 
that thofe Planets wanted very little of being in Oppo- 
fition, as they actually were in tive Hours and twenty-two 
Minutes afterwards, viz. at Three o’Clock, and = Mi 
nutes on the 29th in the Morning; an Afpeét which, by 
con{tant Obfervation, hath proved unfortunate in this 
mate: For, under its Influence, thefe convulfive Kinds of 
Agitations in the Earth do moft ufually happen; and tho 
they often prove gentle enough, yet every now and then 
they {trike Terror in the Natives by their violent Shocks. 
But, on this Occafion, the Deitruction did not fo much as 
give Time for Fright ; for, at one and the fame Inftant,al- 
moit, the Noife, and the Shock, and the Ruin were Br 
ceived together ; {o that in the Space of four Minutes, cli 
ing which the greateft Foree of the Earthquake lafted, 
fome found themfelves buried under the Ruins of the ff 
ling Houfes ; and others crufh’d to Death in the Streets by 
the rumbling of Walls, which, as they ran here and therr, 


fell upon them. However, the major Part of them ba 
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ste be preferw'd, either in ‘the hollow Viaces which 
Pe cne lett, or on Top-of the very Ruins themieives,

- knowing how they got.up thither; as ir the Di- 
ed. ovidence had thus conducted them, that they migat 
* ih + For mo Perfon, at fuch a Seafon, had Time tor 
nu Pelicon, and even fuppofing he had, there was no 
Pin ‘ot Retreat in which to truit. For the Parts which 
j 


fee ined moit nim, fomcumes proved the weakeit ; on the 
trary, the weakeit at Intervals made the greateft Re- 
Lance; and the general Coniternation was fuch, that no 
oe thought himfelr fecure, till he had made his Etcape 
ot ot the City. . 
The Earth itruck again{t the Edifices-with fuch violent 
Percudions, that every Shock beat down the greater Part 
so chem; and thefe taring with them vait Weights in 
cyeir Fall, (efpecially the Churches and high Houfes) 
compleated the Deftru€tion of every Thing they encoun- 
od with, even of What the Earthquake had fpared. The 
Shocks, although inftantaneous, were yet fucceilive ; and 
at Intervals Men were tran{ported trom one Place to ano- 
ther, which was the Means of Satety to fome, whilit the 
urter Impothbility of moving, preterv’d others ; that there- 
by it might vilibly appear, that the Divine Jultice fought 
noting more from them than their Repentance and A- 
mend:ment ; for it cans’d its Mercy to fhine forth in fo re- 
fyiendent a Degree, that to an extraordinary Providence 
sone can be afcrib’d the Prefervation of fo many Lives. 
To elucidate this, it muft be obferv’d, that there are 
sso Houfes, which make up the 150 Ilands, or Squares of 
Buildings (which are made by the Streets crofling each 
other in {treight Lines) contain’d within the Walls of the 
City. Thefe with the orbers near adjoining, and the Shops 
were Tradeimen and poor People dwell; together with 
thofe in the Suburbs or Borough of Lazarus, on the other 
Side of the River, (to which there is a Paflage by the great 
Brdge) amounting in the whole to a Number {ufficient to 
contain 60,060 Perfons, for fo many there are computed 
ro be conitantly refident in this Ciry. Now, although
